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“Of course I am favor of a three-cent 
fare. The demand is just and within rea- 
son in every way. The street car companies 
have been a monopoly of the most val- 
uable in the city, and the market

be left. If the street car 3 refuse 
to comply with what the pu demands 
they should be forced to submit. It has been 
done in other cities. Why not in Chicago? 

“The surface roads should n- 
gers for three cents, or four cents at the 
most. As for the elevated roads, I don't 
think they can afford it, and five cents is not 
too much for such service as they give. 
They furnish warm cars and rapid transit. 
The surface roads give us poor service, over- 
crowded cars, and make passengers take the 
risk of frequent delays. Charges should be 
regulated according to the serivce given.” 

By all means, let us have a cheaper fare 
if it can be accomplished,” said W. H. Hol- 
‘ister. The street car companies can well 
afford it, and should be forced to make the 
reduction. The street car service in Chi- 
cago is notoriously bad, particularly in the 
winter, when nine out of ten of the cars are 
poorly heated and overcrowded. 

If Chicago street car companies are per- 
mitted to charge flve- cent fares they should 
give the best, rather than the poorest, serv- 
ice in the country.” 

James Donegan of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists said: There are a 
number of improvements which the street 
car monopolists should be forced to make 
in addition to reducing the rate of fare from 


; five to three cents. I believe in the ‘no seat, 


no fare’ plan. There should be a law against 
overcrowding cars. When all the seats are 
taken the car should be required to move 
on, and stop only to allow passengers to 
get off. The street car companies would 
then put more cars in service. If every train 
they run was comfortably filled with pau- 
sengers, and each paid three cents instead 
of five, it would still be a profitable busi- 


HARD TIMES FELT IN THE CLOISTER. 


Heavy Debts Embarrass the House of 
: the Good Shepherd. 

Unless substantial aid comes soon, some of 
the offenders committed to the House of the 
Good Shepherd by the courts will find them- 
selves in the bridewell instead. The hard 
times have gradually made inroads into the 
cloister of the nuns located at the corner of 
Market and Hill streets on the North Side: 
The butcher, the grocer, and the baker are 
all creditors of the institution for large 
amounts, with no immediate prospect for 
relief. Thereare 115 girls in the reformatory 
department, 125 in the preservation wards, 
and 57 in the Magdalen wing of the build- 
ing. Out of this number there are only 15 
inmates who pay one cent for their acecmmo- 
dations. 

The Mother Superior discussed their des- 
perate situation yesterday with a cheerful- 
ness born of faith rather than of hupeful 
prospects.. 

“If we could only get sewing tu do as we 
have always done before, she said. we 
would be self-supporting. But for the last 
three years, owing to the hard times, our pat- 
ronage has fallen steadily. We hae done 
Kinsley’s restaurant washing for twenty 
years, and that, with the washing from Man- 
del’s café and Carson-Pirie’s, is our chief 
income at present. But that is not ernougn 
to feed so many mouths. We owe now $15,000 
current expenses and the only money we 
have in prospect is $3,000 in fines which we 
get from the city. We get no pay for the cases 
that are committed to our care from the 
courts. We have tried for two years to get 
up a bazaar, but we could get no one to help 
us and we had to give it up.“

JENKINS PLEADS SELF-DEFENSE. 


Insists That Was His Reason for Cut- 

3 ting Macklin. 

osep „Jenkins, who plunged a knit 

into the neck of W. B. Macklin on 3 
street car Tuesday night, will be arraigned 
in the police court this morning. Jenkins 
stood at the door of his cell yesterday, his 
blood-stained shirt sleeve showing through 
the bars, and alleged self-defense as the rea- 
son for his assault. 

The stories of the passengers on the car 
go to show a simple remonstrance from 
Macklin against being jostled by Jenkins 
Was met with a blow from the weapon. Jen- 
kins yesterday was apparently indifferent as 
to the outcome of the affair. He said he 
Was once a butcher, and when it was sug- 
gested he ought to understand cutting he 
said: ‘‘Well, I know how to use a knife.“ 

Macklin, the victim, whose right name is 
said to be Steel, now lies in a critical condi- 
tion at the County Hospital. He was re- 
cently pardoned out of Joliet, where he was 
serving a term for larceny. The offense had 
mitigating circumstances, which led to his 
release by the Governor. 

Jenkins was a butcher up to the time he 
struck up an acquaintance with Jeff Han- 
kins, for whom, before his death, the pris- 
oner dealt faro. He also worked in the gam- 
bling-house of Powers and O’Brien. Four 
years ago he was arrested by Officer McNeil 
of the Thirtieth Precinct for stabbing a man 
at the Garfield Park race-track. Jenkins is 
known among men of his class as a quarrel- 
some fellow, never unwilling to have a 
fight, but particularly willing when he has 
been drinking. He lives with his wife at No. 
1474 Washington boulevard. 


VERDICT IN THE ROSA TURNER CASE 


She Takes Carbolic Acid with Suicidal 
Intent. 

On brief and scanty evidence a Coroner’s 
jury yesterday decided that Rosa Turner, 
the young woman who committed suicide 
by poison in Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s store, 
died from an overdose of carbolic acid taken 
while despondent and with suicidal intent. 
No éffort was made to bring before the jury 
Ed Hauffling, the man with whom the girl 
is alleged to have been infatuated. Neither 
Mr. nor Mrs. Howell, with whom Rosa 
Turner lived, and who are alleged to be rela- 
tives of Hauffling, was called. 

The body was identified by the girl’s 
brother, John Turner, No. 7433 Snell avenue. 
He said he understood she was to have been 
married to Hauffling, and there his testimony 
ended. Two women who caught the dying 
girl as she reeled and died also testified. 

Deputy Coroner Corbett said last night: 

‘The evidence as to the girl’s death was 
clear and sufficient. I permitted her father 
to make a statement. It didn’t throw any 
light on the cause of death, It is no conoern 
of the Coroner to inquire into every case of 
unrequited affection. The evidence was 
clear, and there was no use in wasting time 
calling unnecessary evidence.“ 

Inquiry at Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s restaurant 
failed to find Hauffling. Timekeeper Harry 
Taunt said: 

„ know Hauffling, and have worked with 
him. He prides himself as a ladykiller. He 
has never worked here.

Contracting Firms with Doing 
Work Below Specification Demands 
and Selling Material for Their Own 
Profit—Commissioner Kent Prom- 
ises a Thorough Investigation and 
the Discharge of All Guilty Parties. 


The charge was made yesterday by the

TO ENFORCE THE PHARMACY LAWS, 


State’s-Attorney and State Board Are 
Looking Up Violations. 

An effort is being made by the State’s- 
Attorney and the State Board of Pharmacy 
to have the pharmacy laws of the State more 
tigidly enforced. For two months an in- 
epector from the City-Attorney’s office has 
been gathering evidence and cases of viola- 
tlon of the law have been collected against 
over 100 druggists and proprietors of general 
and department stores dealing in drugs or 
patent medicines. 

Forty of these, guilty of minor violations, 
have been summoned to appear before the 
State's-Attorney this morning and receive 
a warning. The other seventy will be pro- 
ceeded against by the next grand jury, which 
meets a week from Monday. 

Fred M. Schmidt, at No. 1007 Schiller 
Puilding, and who is a member of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, said last night: 

The law requires a registered pharmacist 
to be in every place where drugs or medi- 
cines are sold. His name is required to be 
un every package of medicine that goes out 
of the house. Nobody but he or his reg- 
istered assistant is allpwed to sell any medi- 
cipes—not even a patent medicine. The law 
requiring druggists to keep a memorandum 
of certain poisons sold has even been vio- 
lated.

BOY TAKES A DOSE OF POISON. 


Doctors at the County Hospital Save 
. His Life. 

Edward Buschman, aged 15 years, em- 
ployed in the office of the American Art and 
Industrial Journal, took rat poison 
yesterday morning. His act became known 
before the poison had time to take effect, 
and he was hurried off to the County Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Straub applied the stomach 
pump and saved his life.

But he could give no motive for attempting 
suicide. All he said by way of explanation 
was that when he got up in the morning he 
telt he would like to die. Some one had said 
a precocious love affair, in which he hal 
been disappointed, had preyed upon him, 
but this he utterly denied. He did not get 
the idea from novel-reading, either, he said. 

As to where he got the poison, he said a 
friend of his, whom he refused to name, 
gave it to him on request. 

The doc having emptied the lad's 
stomach everything poisonous, gave him 
a royal feast of the best the hospital kitchen 
could furnish, with the result thar after a 
refreshing nap the tieht was reconciled 
to life, and has, for the present at-least, no 
desire to repeat his grewsome experiment.

Twenty-five thousand dollars went into 
the Treasury of the City of Chicago yester- 
day in the shape of a certified check from 
the Chicago City railway company, handed 
over under the stipulation entered into with 
respect to the Clark street ordinance.

School for Deaf Mates to Be Opened. 
At the meeting of the Board of Education

mitting a resolution unanimously adopted 
by the organization recently, protesting 
against the use of the Bible in the public 
schools. 

A report from the Buildings and Grounds 
committee was adopted providing for renting 
rooms for the relief of the Polk Street School 
and ordering them to be fitted up immediate- 
ly. Another report from the same committee 
recommending the purchase of a new school 
site at the southeast corner of Wright street 
and Sixty-fitth court was laid over for two 
weeks. 

The term of office of the architect of the 
board, August Fiedler, having expired last 
night, he was unanimously reélected to the 
position for another year. 

Two additional college preparatory schools 
were ordered opened—one at the Calhoun 
School and one at the Fernwood School, be- 
ginning Jan. 1. 

It was ordered that a new school for deaf 
mutes be opened at the Yale School, and 
that Miss Dora Montgomery, now of Miss 
McCowen’s private school, be appointed 
the teacher. It was also ordered that the 
purely oral or articulate system of teaching 
be used there. Mr. Rosenthal explained 
that though the combined system was used 
at four other deaf mute schools, there was 
such a demand for the purely oral system 
it was deemed advisable to give it a trial. 
He also suggested the supervisor of deaf 
mute schools was not needed. 

The Finance committee was to have made 
a report on the anticipated shortage in Jan- 
vary and on the proposed new method of 
drawing warrants, but concluded at the laat 
moment to defer it two weeks to wait for 
a consultation which Chairman Lindblom 
would have with Mayor Swift on this sub- 
ject next Tuesday.

Board of Trade and Transportation 
to Send a Committee to Washington. 
New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.}—For the sec- 

ond time since 1868 New York will bid for its 
selection as the city for a great political. con- 
vention when the Republican National com- 
mittee meets in Washington on Dec. 10. The 
Board of Trade and Transportation is busy

next President. 


LAWS RELATIVE TO LTNCHIN Gs. 


Recommendations by Gov. 
O’Ferrall of Virginia. 

Richmond, Va., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—The 
Legislature of Virginia convened today and 
will be in session three months. Among the 
important subjects to be considered is a new 
election law. All the anti-Democrats and a 
good many Democrats are in favor of elec- 
tion reforms. Gov. O’Ferrall in his message 
stands by the existing law. 

The Governor, who has done much to break 
up lynching in this State, recommends the 
passage of an act requiring every county 
or city to pay to the public school fund $200 
for every 1,000 of its population for each 
lynching within its limit. He wants the 
county or city that calls for military to pre- 
vent lynching to refund to the State the cost 
of sending troops. He asks for an act re- 
quiring the proper court to suspend from 
office the Sheriff or other officer from whom 
a prisoner is taken to be lynched without the 
official having exhausted every means to 
prevent, the officer so suspended to be tried 
by jury. On this subject of lynching the 
Governor says further: 

“I further recommend that right of action 
for damages be given to the prisoner taken 
from custody as aforesaid if living—if dead 
to his widow, if he leave one, if not to his 
heirs—against the officer from whom the 
prisoner was taken on his official bond, and 
that upon the trial of the motion to remove 
said officer or of the suit for damages the 
burden shall be upon said officer to prove 
that he exhausted all means in his power 
to prevent the taking of the prisoner from 
his custody. I further recommend that the 
penalty for assault or attempted assault 
shall in every case be death, and that an in- 
dictment for either offense shall have prece- 
dence over any other case on the docket of 
the court in which the indictment is pend- 


ing.“ 


Iowa Will Not “Boom” Allison. 

Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 4.—[Special.}—In re- 
gard to the reports that the Republican 
State Central committee of Iowa had 
launched a so-called Allison boom a member 
of the committee said today: There is no 
truth whatever in these reports. The 
committee meeting was a regular one, main- 
ly to settle up the bills of the last campaign. 
In view of the important party questions 
before the people it was thought best to 
maintain headquarters in Des Moines, a 
place where members of the party can meet 
and consult. Iowa ought to take a pride 
and an interest in Allison’s candidacy and 
promote it in every way, but no official boom- 
ing will be undertaken nor will any bureau; 
so-called, be established.“

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 4.—{Special.]}—All the 
leading Republicans of the counties on the 
eastern shore, together with Republican 
members-elect of the Legislature, were here 
today to discuss the contemplated move of 
Republicans of the western counties to elect 
Congressman George L. Wellington to the 
United States Senatorship to succeed Sen- 
ator Gibson. It was decided the eastern 
shore members of the Legislature would in- 
sist upon the election of one of their several 
candidates for the Senatorship. — 


Victory Is for the Republicans. 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 4.—(Special.}—A 
Board of Arbitration met tonight and passed 
judgment on the protested ballots cast in 
yesterday’s town and city election.

PREFER GAMBLING TO WORKING. 


Industrious Carpenters Threaten to 
Have Headquarters Raided. 

The ofticers of the Central Organization 
of Carpenters, No. 167 Washington street, 
backed by the best element among the mem- 
bership, say gambling must cease in the 
rooms used as headquarters. The police 
may be called upon to raid the place if the 
practice of playing cards for money is not 
stopped at once. 

A large number of men spend the greater 
part of their time at headquarters. They 
prefer, it is said, to sit around a hot stove 
and play cards rather than take jobs offered 
to them. The industrious members of the 
organization object to this, saying it gives 
the place a bad name, and employers of 
labor do not feel like going there a second 
time after once vainly offering work.

CLEVELAND'S REVENUE DEFICIENCY. 

President Cleveland’s message is wofully 
deficient in that it passes over with very 
few words a very great need, a very grave 
error, and employs those few words to mis- 


represent the truth. He said: 

‘It is possible that the suggestion of increased 
revenue as a remedy for the difficulties we are 
considering may have originated in an intimation 
or distinct allegation that the bonds which have 
been issued ostensibly to replenish our gold reserve 
were really issued to supply insufficient revenue.

This operation would have been promptly 
prevented, if possible, but these notes having thus 
been passed to the Treasury they became the 
money of the government, like any other ordinary 
government funds, and there was nothing to do 
but to vise them in paying government expenses 
when needed.

when the Nation was weak in resources 
and few in numbers, and dare not use as 
strong language as the cause deserved. The 
Monroe doctrine to be enunciated today re- 
quires plainer and more positive language. 
It is the duty of the United. States to 
“shoulder” European nations off this 
hemisphere as opportunity offers when 
those Americans whom they call their 
“ colonial subjects do not wish to be gov- 
erned by a European power any longer, but 
want to govern themselves. Home rule 
is a short expression of the Monroe doctrine. 

It is the duty of the United States to 
assist the American colonies of any Ru- 

ropean power in getting home rule when 
they want it. This country, with the aid of 
Francs, without which it could net have 
succeeded, got “ home rule” more than a 
century ago. It is its duty to do as well by 
othef oppressed American colonies as 
France did by this country, if the occasion 
arises. After our civil troubles with the 
erring sisters of Dixie was settled this 
country did not hesitate to shoulder the 
French out af Mexico. 

Cuba is a Spanish colony; but the Cubans, 
whether native-born or Cubanized Span- 
iards, want to govern themselves, This 
feeling is strong and general. They are 
weary of the intolerable oppression of rob- 
ber Spain. They have suffered ten times 
more than the British Tory party ever pro- 
posed at any time to make the Colonial 
Americans suffer. If the revolt of the lat- 
ter was justifiable that of the Cubans is 
ten-fold more so. : 

The United States has been inactive too 
long, while Spain! with a vast army has been 
‘trying vainly to subjugate the patriotic, 
home-rule Cubans, She should be invited 
to pack up and go away, as France was re- 
quested to do in Mexico. If Louis Napo- 
leon had not obeyed the request an army 
would have been sent to Mexico under Gen. 
Sheridan to drive his soldiers out. If Spain 
will not evacuate Cuba a show of force 
should be made. Perhaps that would stop 
the war and effusion of blood. If not suf- 
ficient war pressure should be applied. A 
demonstration of a dozen or more ironclads 
before Havana would in all probability 
lead Spain to make peace with the Cubans 
and grant them independence on terms fair 
to both sides, as she would know that if she 
refused to grant home rule to the Cuban 
people the fleet would take possession of the 
city. . 

This setond résottton is too tame, It is 
too much like those the Republicans nsed 
in 1801 protesting that they would never 
meddle with slavery. That was well 
enough for 1856, but not for secession and 
war times. 

. Benator Cullom should rewrite his resolu- 
tion and make it say that this Nation de- 
sires European flags floating anywhere on 
this hemisphere against the wishes of the 
people thereof should be hauled down and 
removed back to Kurope. 

The third and fourth resolutions are sat- 
isfactory, but the second one should be 
changed 80 as to rend in substance The 
two Americas are for Americans.” Put 
some bdckbone in your resolutions, Sena- 
tor, in defining the American idea of the 
Monroe doctrine. Don’t be afraid to talk 
out in meeting, no matter about the timidity 


Lincoln Park and the Lake View section 
in their own conveyances will have no safe 
and suitable road upon which to make the 
trip. All the other West Side streets cross- 
ing the river are occupied with electric, ele- 
vated, and cable car lines and by heavy 
traffic trucks. All the bridges except the 
Jackson street, the finest of all, are full of 
traflic. 

There should be at least one road pre- 
served for the multitudes of West Side peo- 
ple who want to go from one system of parks 
and division of the great city to another 
without being smashed up by trucks or cars 
on it. It will be only necessary to extend 
the Jackson boulevard east of Halsted to 
8 boulevard, past the Board of 
Trade Building, coming out on the lake 
shore north of the Auditorium. Then it will 
only be necessary to keep street cars of all 
kinds and heavy trucks off that road to have 
a perfect boulevard connection between the 
West and South Sides. Every other ap- 
proach has been sold to corporations by 
the boodlers of the Common Council, who 
have pocketed the swag. 

And now these same boodlers propose to 
sell out ott the only road left that can be 
made into a boulerard connecting with 
Michigan avenue and allow it to be covered 
with trolley cars. 

The West Side property-owners are mak- 
ing a good fight and they should keep it up 
and notify the Common Council that they 
will not stand idly by and see the only out- 
let from west to south and south to west 
boodled away to any soulless trolley cor- 
poration, and the South-Siders should back 
them up in it and lend them a friendly 
hand. 

The North-Siders are also interested. 
When they want to get to the finer sections 
of the West Side they have to fight their 
way to Jackson street over trolley and ca- 
ble tracks and among trucks and through 
obstructions of every sort, which are con- 
tinuous to Halsted street. If they ever 
hope to extend the Lake-Shore drive south 
to connect with Michigan boulevard in the 
vicinity of the Art Institute they will need 
the help of the West-Siders. And their 
Aldermen should now help the West-Siders 
to extend their Jackson boulevard to Mich- 
igan avenue. 

The Council must keep this last line open 
which connects the South and West Sides, 
and the line connecting the North and 
South Sides must also be kept open. The 
time has come to choke off these greedy 
street-car corporations, else when it is too 
late it will be found that all the connections 
between the three great division; of the city 
have been a lost forever.

AIMING AT THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 

Congressman Bartholdt of St. Louis has 
introduced a. bill for the appointment by 
the President of a commission of three 
members “ to investigate fully the subject 
of the pollution of rivers and other internal 
natural sources of water supply when the 
sanitary condition of the people of more 
than one State is affected or threatened to 
be affected by such pollution.” 

These Commissioners, who are to be paid 
$10 a day when “actively employed,” are 
authorized to “hire the services of chemical, 
bacteriological,” and “sanitary experts,“ 
and to continue their researches as long as 
there are rivers left or as long as the ap- 
propriation holds out. 

While couched in general terms, this bill 
is aimed at the Chicago Drainage Channel, 
which the author of the measure contends 
will pollute the drinking water of the peo- 
ple of St. Louis after that channel is in op- 
eration. Therefore should this commission 
be appointed Congressman Bartholdt will 
want it to spend most of its time and money 
in the analysis of the waters of the Missis- 
sippi just above St. Louis, in the hope that 
they will turn out to be fouler after the 
greatly diluted Chicago sewage begins go- 
ing down the Illinois than they are now. 

This city has no cause to fear that an in- 
telligent commission will report that the 
contemplated discharge through the Drain- 
age Channel will hurt the St. Louisans. 
Such a commission will be compelled to re-

War to instruct the Medical Bu- 
reau to furnish the information. are 
chemists, bacteriologists, and sanitary ex- 
perts of high reputation connected with 
it. Work done by them will cost only a 
fraction of what will be expended if a cost- 
ly roving commission is created with un- 
limited authority to hire experts.

McCormick and his bride, who was Miss 
Edith Rockefeller of this city, sailed for 
Europe on their wedding tour this morning.

Narrow Escapes at a Tenement Fire. 

Fire in a six-story sweat-shop building at 
Attorney and Rivington streets this morn- 
ing did $45,000 worth of damage in twenty 
minutes and imperiled the lives of two score 
of people in adjoining tenement houses. A 
dozen people had to be carried out of the 
structures on either side, and nearly a dozen 
more had to drop to neighboring roofs, where 
they could, escape in the streets.

A watchman, in his attempt to 
rouse the occupants of the tenement house, 
had his escape cut off, and subsequently was 
knocked off a fire-escape by a stream of 
water,

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MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION SETS 
ITS FOOT DOWN HARD. 


Exhibition Planned to Be Held in Bat- 
tery D“ Deed. 11 Under the Auspices 
of the Waifs’ Mission Cannot Take 
Place Under Sanction of the Nation- 
al Board of Trade of Cycle Manu- 
facturers—Reasons Why the Action 
Is Taken—What Spalding Says of It. 


Sanction has been refused by the National 
Board of Trade of Cycle Manufacturers for 
the cycle. exhibition to be given by the 
Walfs’ Mission at Battery D Dec. 11. The 
Board of Trade of Cycle Manufacturers is 
strongly opposed by the directors of the 
National Cycle Exhibition who gave the 
show last year. Both bodies are opposed to 
outside exhibitions, but while the Board 
of Trade draws the line at all competition, 
the National Cycle Exhibition committee 
says it has no objections to exhibitions for 
charity. It is willing to allow exhibiters 
to exhibit at both shows, but the Board of 
Trade announced it will refuse to allow 
any manufacturer to show at any but those 
sanctioned by the board. The shows which 
will be sanctioned are the two big shows, 
the one at Madison Square Garden in New 
York and the one in Chicago in January, 
and after these two are over smaller exhi- 
bitions may be sanctioned. Exhibiters who 
have not been favored by this body say the 
Board of Trade is making an attempt to 
bull the big cycle show market and ulti- 
mately to obtain complete control of the 
trade. 

Summary of the Situation. 

The situation as described by a member 
of the committee which had the exhibition 
of last year in charge is this: The bicycle 
exhibition was given successfully last year 
under the direction of a local Board of Di- 
rectors, and would have been given again 
this year under the same direction but the 
Board of Trade stepped in and said the 


‘show must be under its auspices or not at 


all, and as the people conducting the show 
were under contract with the Board of 
Trade the pill had to be swallowed, although 
it was a bitter one. Manufacturers desir- 
ing space in the national exhibitions are ob- 
liged to agree not to exhibit in any but ex- 
hibitions sanctioned by the Boafd of Trade. 
This agreement has reference to competi- 
tive exhibits which would interfere with 
each other. The Waifs’ Mission show does 
not come under this clause, it is contended, 
and is not a competitive exhibition, and will 
not in any way conflict or cOmpete with the 
National Exhibition. 

S. A. Miles of the Referee, who is on the 
committee this year, said: There has been 
to my knowledge not the slightest objection 
raised on the part of the Board of Directors 
to a charity exhibition, and if the Board of 
Trade had inquired it would have found 


none. I do not think the Board of Directors 


has been consulted about it, and I am sure 
the question has not been raised at its meet- 
ings.”’ 

1 the fact that the National Ex- 
hibition committee has n to the 
charity show, a sanction is not to be had. 
Supt. Daniels of the Waifs’ Mission said he 
and his committee were disappointed at the 
action of the Board of Trade. All arrange- 
ments for the exhibition were complete, with 
the exception of the contracts for space. 
When Mr. Daniels heard of the National 
Exhibition he went with Judge Tuthill to 
President Spalding, and told him exhibiters 
had declined to take space in the Waifs’ 
Mission exhibition, because of the position of 
the Board of Trade. Mr. Daniels said his 
exhibition could not be given up, because 
arrangements had gone to far, and asked 
Mr. Spalding to consent to allow such manv- 
facturers as wished to exhibit in the Waifs’ 
Mission show. Mr. Spalding declined, and 
Mr. Daniels communicated with various 
manufacturers asking if they were willing 
to enter the exhibition in spite of the ob- 
jection of the Board of Trade. Three or 
four said they would not give any positive 
reply for several days, but were willing to 
take space at the Waifs’ Mission-exhibition 
if a sufficient number of exhibiters could be 
secured. The Superintendent of the Waifs’ 
Mission deems it inadvisable to abandon the 
project, and will begin his show Dec. 11 
whether exhibiters are secured or not. 

President Spalding Explains. 


President Spalding said the National 
Bodrd of. Trade of Cycle Manufacturers was 
not a trust and desired not do crush bicy- 
cling exhibitions, but to advance the inter- 
ests of the trade. Manufacturers belonging 
to this organization, he said, have been over- 
whelmed with notices of bicycle shows, and 
for their own protection they decided two 
dig shows should be given each year, one at 
Madison Square Garden and one in Chicago. 
When these shows are out of the way smali- 
er exhibitions will be granted sanctions. 
Mr. Spalding said he had a letter in which the 
matter was first brought up by requesting 
the Board of Trade to take control of the 
exhibition, and an agreement was made by 
which the exhibition company was to bear 
certain expenses, stch as fitting up the 
buildings, advertising, and other incidental! 
expenses, and give the Board of Trade 50 per 
cent of the receipts. 

Inte: ested in the Waifs’ Mission are such 
men as L. Z. Leiter, Judge Tuthill, nd ex- 
States-Attorney Longenecker. They threat 
en that if any steps are made to interfere 
with firms who desire to show at the cycling 
carnival they will secure injunctions under 
the trust laws, which will not allow the pro-

bondholders, but because he thinks it is the 
best plan for all interested that can be car- 
ried through. 

There have been some changes in the plan 
of a minor character since its principal feat- 
ures were printed in Tu TRIBUNE. Instead 
of requiring the bondholders to throw off 
the entire accrued interest they will be given 
preferred stock for the amount of the inter- 
est overdue. The first mortgage is for 7, 
500,000 and the interest is at the rate of & 
per centayear. There was one year’s inter- 
est due Oct. 1, amounting to $375,000. The 
second mortgage bonds outstanding amount 
to $3,000,000 with interest at the same rate, 
and there was due for interest on Oct. 1 on 
these securities $112,500, or a total of $387,- 
500. The amended plan provides for the is- 
suance of preferred stock for this. There 
have also been some changes in the interest 
rate on the new issue of bonds to take the 
place of the two to be retired. For the first 
year, which runs from Oct. 1, 18065, to Oct. 
1, 1806, the bonds will receive interest at the 
rate of 2 per cent, to be paid in preferred 


stock. For the next succeeeding year they 


will draw 2 per cent to be paid in money. 
For the next five years the interest will be 
at the rate of 3 per cent, for the succeeding 
cight years at the rate of 4 per cent, and for 
the remainder of the term of fifty years at 
the rate of 5 per cent. 

Its Fixed Interest Charges.

REAL ESTATE oaRD ADVocATEs 
FINANCIAL MEASURES, 


Equalisation of Assessments on Real 


and P Property, Extension 
of the License System, the Levying 
of a Tax on Vehicles, and the Pass- 
ing of a New Revenue Law Are 
Measures Advocated to Relieve — 


These 
measures were advocated by the Chicago 
Real Estate Board at its regular monthly 
meeting yesterday as ones which would re- 
lieve the city of its financial e 
ment. 

Another step in the direction ot revenue 
reform was taken in the introduction of a 
resolution to empl a man familiar with 
special assessment cases to keep a watch 
over matters of that nature in the City 
Council, This was referred to a standing 
committee. Mayor Swift's idea to appoint 
a commission to act as a Board of Review 
on the work of the Assessors was disposed 
of as a project which would not give any 
relief to the city at the present time, 


Report on Revenue. 

The report on revenue, which was adopted 
by a unanimous vote and without any de- 
bate, reads: 

“Your committee, with the assistance of 
President Smith, prepared the following 
resolutions, which ere in accordance with. 
the views expressed by the members of this 
board at its last meeting 

*“*Whereas, The Chicago Real Estate Board 
for many years has endeavored to secure a 
reform of the revenue system of the State 

of Illinois, and at the last session of the 
Legislature and a special session thereof, 
called by the Governor, strenuously fought 
to secure the enactment of a law in the in- 
terest of revenue reform, which, if passed, 
would have provided ample funds for munic- 
pet purposes and insured equalization of 

e burdens of taxation: and

What the Mayor Favors. 

“Your committee had several conferences 
with the Mayor and it was found that he was 
in favor of increasing the assessed valuation 
of property for the purposes of taxation in 
order to produce the necessary revenue for 
the city government, but that he expected 
that the necessary increase would be reached 
through equalization without increasing the 
burden on those who are now fairly assessed. 
While your committee, on behalf of the 
board, expressed its approval of the idea ad- 
vocated by the Mayor to * — a commit - 
tee of competent persons to the as- 
sessment, yet this would not give any relief 
to the City of Chicago at the present time. 
His Honor the Mayor requested your com- 
mittee to make to him such recommenda-

The report then goes on to quote the set 
of resolutions presented to the Mayor on his 
return from Atlanta.

“Judging from the views expressed by the 
Mayor regarding the plans presented by 
your committee we are led to believe, and 
sincerely hope, that some, if not all, of the 
suggestions made therein will be favorably 
acted on by him. Your committee, after a 
thorough investigation of the whole subject 
matter, is of the opinion that: 

„First The Chicago Real Estate Board is 
opposed to a general increase in the assessed 
valuation of real estate in this city. for the 
reason that this would enable our City Coun- 
cil to greatly increase the bonded indebted- 
ness of the City of Chicago, and that real 
estate is already bearing more than its share 
of the tax burden. 

‘“‘Second—No permanent remedy to fairly 
assess all real, personal, and corporate prop- 
erty is possible until a proper revenue bill is 
passed by the State Legislature. 

“Third—The present rate of taxation is 
about 10 per cent on the assessed valuation, 
and in order to bring the rate of taxation to 
1 per cent of the actual cash value of the 
property the assessed valuation made by the 
Assessors should not exceed one-tenth of 
the actual cash value of the property. 

‘“Fourth—An ordinance should be passed 
by the City Council for the extension of the 
license system, which should produce at 
least as large a revenue as is now paid by 
the saloons alone; and 

“Fifth—A proper and equitable license or 
tax should charged on every vehicle in 
Chicago for the purpose of ww a per- 
manent street repair paving fund

: Startling Stories of Crime. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., Dec. 4.—John C. Stone, 
formerly a member of the Dalton gang, un- 
der sentence of ten years here for shooting 
Deputy Sheriff Harold, has confessed tu 
committing murders in Chicago, Cleveland, 
Kansas City, and several other places. 

Stone. says he and his partner, William 
Walrath, killed a man at Kansas City in 
1883 and robbed him, but later gave the 
money to Henry Donnelly, a policeman, for 
protection. He confesses to the murder of 
Mrs. Stewart and her son Clarence in Cleve- 
land. The bodies were cut to pieces and 
thrown into Lake Erie. He says the follow- 
ing morning he killed a boy in the Big Four 
yards in Linndale 

In Buffalo he and Walrath and a man 
named Burns, a saloonkeeper, Killed a 
wealthy Western farmer who was looking 
for a good time. The money was divided, 
and Stone and Walrath returned to Chica- 
go, and, with their share, started a res- 
tuurant. 

Another murder was committed at Union 
City, Pa., the victim being an old man 
named Horton or Norton. Another murder 
was committed by the trio near Youngs- 
town, O., the victim being a resident of Ash- 
tabula. 

The last murder committed by Stone and 


Walrath was on April 29, 1895, on a Pennsyl- 


vania freight train. At this time Stone was 
shot and did not get medical aid until South 
Bend was reached. 

Their next desperate act was the rob- 
bery of a Grand Trunk train in Michigan, 
where five watches and money were se- 
cured. Two of these watches have been 
identified 138 “ech arrest here. 


Little confidence is Barve. by officials at 
the Central Station in the alleged confession 
to wholesale murders by Stone. Among the 
many crimes which he claims to have com- 
mitted was the Prouty killing. Prouty and 
his son were killed in November, 1893, and 
three men were sent to Joliet for the mur- 
der. They are John McNally, Joe’ Kurz, 
and James Warren. No one else was 
mixed up in it. 

We don’t want Stone as far as I know,. 
said Lieut. Haas last night. I don't think 
he was mixed up in any murders in Chi- 
cago.”’ 


COL. HARLOW IS CRITICALLY ILL. 


Ex-Secretary of State Suffers a Stroke 
of Paralysis. 

Col.George H. Harlow, Secretary of State 
of Illinois from 1872 to 1880, received a stroke 
of paralysis on Tuesday morning and now 
lies critically ill at his residence in the Edin- 
burg Apartments, No. 2124 Michigan avenue. 

Col. Harlow for many years took a prom- 
inent part in the history of the State. Early 
in the 60's he was one of the seven to or- 
ganize at Pekin the Union League of Amer- 
a secret organization sworn to pre- 
serve the Union, working in harmony with 
the war party and against the Sons of Lib- 
erty, a copperhead organization opposed to 
the war. In 1862 he enlisted in the army and 
was about to go to the front, when Gov. 
Yates requested him to remain at home, say- 
ing tha he could do more good in the Union 
League than a thousand men could do in 
active service. Mr. Harlow worked as an 
organizer and the league became a powerful 
factor in State politics, 

In the fall of 1863 he was appointed As- 
sistant Secretary of the Senate, which pos!- 
tion he resigned the next year on the ap- 
pointment by Gov. Oglesby as his private 
secretary. The next year he was made In- 
spector General on the Governor’s staff and 
had charge of the troops as they were mus- 
tered out. During a portion of Gov Rum- 
mell’s term he was Assistant Secretary of 
State, and in the fall of 1872 he was elected 
Secretary of State from Tazewell County, 
and was reélected in 1876 with Gov. Cullom. 
At the end of that term he went before the 
convention for renomination, but was de- 
feated by Mr. Dement. He came to Chicago 
in 1881. He has recently been connected 
with Lobdell, Farwell & Co. as manager of 
the renting department. 

Col. Harlow was born in Sackett’s Harbor, 
N. Y., in 1830 and moved to Tazewell County 
in 1854, where he became a commission 
merchant. He has been Mayor of. Pekin, 
and while in Springfield was correspondent 
respectively for Tue TRIBUNE, the Inter- 
Ocean, the Evening Journal, and the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. For one year he 
was city editor of the Illinois State Journal. 
He has a wife, two daughters, and one son. 


STRONG BASIS OF A CONFESSION.: 


How Harry Hayward, the Murderer, 
Tacitiy Admitted His Guilt. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 4.—The closing 
act in the drama of Harry Hayward’s liie 
is at hand, and in that connection the book 
of Missing Links,“ which has been pre- 
pared by Michael Quinlan, the detective em- 
ployed by the Haywards, has a remarkable 
interest. The book, which is virtually a 
confession of Hayward’s guilt, will be pub- 
lished tomorrow. Its contents have already 
been reviewed. 

The most important statement is that on 
which the confession is based, which ap- 
pears in Link Five. In that chapter a visit 
to Hayward at the jail is detailed by the de- 
tective. Harry had been discussing with 
his detective a preposterous plan for getting 
his brother Adry out of the way. The plot 
was an exceedingly ingenious and daring 
one. Quinlan said: 

“Well, Harry, your scheme is a great one 
and well put up, but you must remember 
that you only look at one side of it. You re- 
member how well your plot was laid in your 
lest job on the murder of Miss Ging, and 
you see how poorly you put up that job.“ 

„Well,“ replied Hayward petulantly, “who, 
in heaven's name, would think his owa 
brother would go back on him? Had Adry 
staid by me I would not have cared what 
Blixt would have said, or Stewart. They

Railroad Is Building a Fence Along 
Old Right of Way of’St. Charles Air 
Line, Although the Land Was Long 


Ago Released by It-—Since Subdi- 
vided—Fifty Homes Threatened— 
Three Hundred at a Mass-Meeting— 
City Officials Promise Protection. 

Residents of the Third Precinct of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward are up in arms against 
the Chicago and Northwestern. railroad 
company, which for several days has been 
engaged in fencing in the right of way of 
the old St. Charles Air Line route extending 
from Wood and West Twelfth streets in a 
northwesterly direction to a connection with 
the Northern Pacific belt line railway. 

Last night a mass-meeting of 300 resi- 
dents of the district bounded by West Forty- 
first, West Forty-second, West Twelfth, and 
Harvard streets was held at the home of L. 
F. Shane, No. 2014 Grenshaw street, to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

Abstracts of title of the lots in the Butler 
Lowry and other subdivisions in the vicinity 
were examined by competent real estate 
attorneys. They show clear titles by quit 
claim deeds were given by the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway company to one John 
Smith, who afterward transferred the prop- 
erty to Butler Lowry, who, when satisfied 
the title was clear, subdivided the property 
and sold the lots to their present occupants. 

The quit claim deeds from the railroad 
company to Mr. Lowry were issued for that 
portion of the St. Charles Air Line right of 
way extending in a northwesterly direction 
from West Forty-first and West Twelfth 
streets to the corner of West Forty-second 
and Harvard streets, and for fifty feet on 
either side. The subdivision was then plat- 
ted by Mr. Lowry in 1880.

MAY TIE UP THE PABST BREWERY. 


Debs Receives an Invitation to Speak 
in a Chicago Church. 
Milwaukee, Wisz., Dec. 4.—{Special.]}—The 
steamfitters employed at the Pabst brewery 
went out on a strike today. The strike has 
the approval of the officers of the National 

Association. 

This strike is cn account of the refusal to 
discharge two non-union men employed at 
the Pabst power-house, and for the dis- 
charge of Joseph English, President of the 
local union. If union men are not employed 
at the power-house, the Federal Trades 
Council threatens to tie up the big plant of 
the Pabst Brewing company by calling out 
all the brewers and other employés who be- 


long to unions. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 4.—!Special.]— 
Eugene V. Debs has received from the Rev. 
J. Stift Wilson, pastor of the Erie Street 
Methodist Church in Chicago, an invitation 
to deliver an address in that church on the 
ielation of the church to labor. The invita- 
tion is the outcome of Debs’ statement in 
Battery D that the church is not in sympa- 
thy with the workingmen. Debs has not as 
yet replied to Mr. Wilson’s invitation. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 4.—[Special.)}—Mrs. 
Florence Kelley, chief of the Inspectors of 
Workshops for IIlinois, who is in Cincinnati 
addressing the various labor organizations, 
in an interview today said: The Illinois 
inspectors, of whom I am one, are getting 
out our annual report, and my visit to Cin- 
cennati is to obtain facts and data on the 
working of the factory laws here. Our law 
permits a child of 14 to work in factories. 
and the age in Ohio is 16. We have been try- 
ing to enforce our laws, but the maiming of 
children by machinery, the amputation of 
ibeir hands and arms, and the mental and 
physical wrecks made of mere children by 
placing them in factories go on and are 
especially prevalent in Chicago. Our forth- 
coming report will dwell on this.“ 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 4.—The joint Scale 
committee of coal operators and miners, to 
e the mining rate for next year, dis- 
agr and presented separate reports to the 
juint convention this morning.

DR. THOMAS SHELDON BOND DIES. 


and Honorable Career in His 
Chosen Profession. 

At 5 o’clock last evening Dr. Thomas 
Sheldon Bond, well known as a physician 
and surgeon in Chicago and vicinity, died 
of pneumonia at his home, No. 1201 Chicago 
avenue, Evanston, after an illness of ten 
days. 

Dr. Bond was born in Lee, Mass, Dec. 14, 
1842, and was the son of the Rev. Dr. Will- 
iam Bond. He received his early education 
at Williston Academy, East Hampton, Mass. 
and later took a course at Amherst College, 
graduating in the class of 1863. 

He came West at once and has since been 
a citizen of Cook County except two years 
spent in medical work in the East. Upon 
his arrival he secured a position as professor 
in the academy of Lake Forest University, 
relinquishing it two years later in order to 
take up medical studies. 

e graduated at the Chicago Medical Col- 
lege and a year later took a further course 
of study at the Columbia College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, New York City. He 
entered the Chicago Marine Hospital as 
surgeon and a year later was appointed 
demonstrator and professor of anatomy at 
the Chicago Medical College. 

In 1871 he resigned and began the active 
oe of his profession, settling in Evans- 

on. 

The same year he married Charlotte Anna 
Mills, only daughter of John R. Mills, one of 
Chicago’s pioneers and a cousin of Luther 
Laflin Mills. 

Dr. Bond was a member of the First Pres- 
byterian Church and was a great friend of 
the Rev. Dr. Hillis/ its former pastor, who 
will be probably asked to assist at the fu- 
ae The date for this will be announced 

ater. 

He leaves a widow and four children.
